In tne month of October or November 


choose a plat of ground situated in 
place open to the tun, and sheltered 
from tbe wind by buildings, fences 
other protection. Divide the plat into 
beds lying in a north and oonth direction 
each about six feet wide, eoperated by 
paths or trenches about two feet wide 
and sunk about 15 or 18 inches below the 
Burface of the beds. The beds and path 
terminating at each end. in a ditch abou 
18 inches deep, to lead or carry off the 
water from the plant ground. 


The preparation of the ground in the 


fall of the year, in the manner above do 
scribed, removes all superfluous water o 
moisture from tho soil, thus fitting it fo 
early working in the spring. 


When the seaeen comes for seeding 


dig up and turn over and pulverize th 
soil of tho beds to a depth of about ten 
idoheB, mixing into the soil as tho work 
progresses a liberal quantity of wo! 
rotted manure. Be sure to have tho eoi 
of the bods well broken up and pulver 
ized. Spread over the bed a thin layer o 
wood ashes—mix ths ashos with tho sur 
face soil, by using a garden rake lightly 
When the seeding is done give the bods 
a dressing of sand about half an inch or 
so in thickness. You need not water tho 
bods, even in dry weather. The ashes 
will attract moisture for tho seed, all 
that ia required, and the Band retains it 
where it will do the most good. Tbe 
sand also prevent the ground from har- 
dening or caking, BO that weeds and grass 
are easily removed. 


It is important to growers of tobacco 


tbat the plants be ready, when wanted, 
therefore, every one in the business, 
should depend upon himself Jn tho mat- 
tor of plants. If one has too many plants 
perhaps a neighbor may need them. 
Some farmers tay it is "no good" to mind 
what the newspapers advise about farm- 
ing, but amanof good judgment and 
long experience may pick out from the 
chaff, occasionally, o grain ot wheat.

In the month of October or November 


choose a plat of ground Bitaated in * 
place open to the sun, and sheltered 
from the wind by buildings, fences or 
other protection. Divide tho plat into 
beds lying in auorth and south direction, 
eaoh about flis feet wide, separated by 
paths or trenohea about two feet wide, 
and aunk about 10 or 18 inches below the 
surface of the beds. The beda and path 
terminating at each end. in a ditch about 
IS inches deep, to lead or carry off the 
water from the plant ground. 


The preparation of tho ground in tho 


fall of the year, in tbo manner above do- 
aoribed, removes all superfluous water or 
moisture from the'soil, thus fitting it for 
early working in the spring. 


When the seaeen oomes for seeding 


dig up and turn over and pulverize tho 
soil of the beds ton depth of about ten 
idohes,minng into tho soil as tbe work 
progresses a liberal quantity ot well 
rotted manure. Be sure to have the soi 
ot the beds well broken up and pnlver 
ized. Spread over the bed a thin layer o 
wood ashes—mil the ashes with the snr 
face soil, by using a garden rake lightly 
When the needing is done give the bed 
a dressing of sand about halt an inch o 
so in thickness. You need not water th 
beds, even in dry weather. The ashei 
will attract moisture for tbo Eoed, al 
that is required, and tbe sand retains i 
where it will do tbe most good. Tb 
sand also proven is the ground from bar 
dening or caking, so that weeds and gra£ 
are easily removed.
